Wasuincton, May 24.—| By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| United States District 
Attorney Gilchrist of Chicago had an 
interview with Atty.-Gen. Olney 
today about the action of the United 
States Commission in deciding to per- 
mit the World’s Fair to open on Sun- 
Gay. In advance of any violation of 
the law, the Attorney General declined 
to give Gilchrist any specific instruc- 
tions, and informed him that until such 
a violation is officially presented. he 
must use hisown discretion. Gilchrist 
left here for Chicago this evening, and 
if the fair is opened on Sunday, it is be- 
lieved that he will go into the United 


to the fair atrived today, and consisted 
of one French and one German party.

WEATHER BUREAU. 


The Report of the Recent Investigation 
of {ts Affairs. 


WASHINGTON, Mav 24.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] Asst. Atty.-Gen. Colby 
today made his report to the Secretary 
of Agriculture on the Weather Bureau 
investigation. lie enters into  vol- 
uminous details to sustain his conclu- 
sions that the system of manage- 
ment adopted by the Chief of the 
Weather Bureau, in addition to the ob- 
enagg of being without ‘authority of 
law, has resulted in relieving subordi- 
nate officials from responsibility and 
in the entire absence ot business meth- 


ods so noticeable in the general con- 
duct of the execution of work. The 
evidence shows that property of the 


Government has been takencfrom the 
bureau for private use, or illegally 
sold; that official theft and embezzle- 
ment have been discovered and brought 
to the notice of the chief of the bureau, 
but the offenders. with perhaps a single 
exception, have never been punished, 
and many thousands of dollars’ worth 
of public property carried on the 
official rolls is not to be found 


States Court and ask for an injunction-+qy the bureau and-it cannot be ac- 


restraining the commissioners from 
further Sunday opening. — 

Cuicaco, May 24.—An_ effort was 
made at the meeting of the National 
Commission today to have the Sundav- 
opening question brought up again. 
Commissioner Hundley claimed that 
when the commission substituted the 
minority report of the Judiciary Com- 
mittee for the majority report, and 


‘then declined to adopt the recommend- 


ation of the minority report for certain 
amendments to the directory’s Sunday- 
opening rule, the majority report must 
come up for action. A heated discus- 
sion followed, and the matter was made 
a special order for tomorrow. 

After a long discussion the commis- 
sion postponed action on Massey’s resig- 
nation until tomorrow. 

The Chicago Times tomorrow will 
print a story claiming that the World's 
fair cannot be closed on Sunday by an 
injunction. According to the Times, 
the United States as gcomplainant 
would have no grounds on which to ask 
for ah injunction, nor would the Sab- 
batarians for that matter. Commis- 
sioner St. Clair has satisfied himself on 
that point by holding a conference with 
a number of attorneys. The Times will 
print a dispatch trom W ashington 
agreeing with this opinion. 

Director-General Davis said today 
that from his understanding, the gates 
will be open next Sunday, and he 
should so direct, unless restrained by a 
more imperative mandate than the di- 
rectors’ order. 


PRESS CONGRESS, 


Women Doing Journalistic Work Usually 
Done by Men. 

Cuicaco, May 24.—|By the Asso- 
ciated Press.}] One of the most inter- 
esting of the series of the Women's 
Press Congress, owing tothe fact that it 
brought together a number of women 
doing lines of journalistic work usually 
done by men, began at 10 o'clock this 
morning. The presiding officer is 
Martha Howe Davidson of Chicago, who 
is a thoroughly-posted writer on archi- 
tecture. Mrs. Ida Tims Klocker of 
Independence, Iowa, who is an author- 
itv on trotters, and who has reported 
every race on the famous track at Inde- 
pendence, read a paper on ‘‘Woman as 
a Race Reporter.’’ Miss Cornelia T. 
Crosby of Maine, better known to lovers 
of angling under her press name of 
“Fly Rod,’’ and one of the most expert 
anglers in the country, read a paper on 
‘‘Woman as an Authority on Trouting.”’ 

The other papers showing woman in 
unusual lines of work for her were: 

‘Woman as a Business Manager of a 
Newspaper,” by Barbdata N. Gilpen of 
Massachusetts; ‘Woman asa W ashing- 
ton Correspondent,”’ by Mrs. Ruth Kim- 
ball Gardiner; ‘‘The First Woman <Ad- 
mitted to the Press Gallery of the 
House .of Representatives,’’ by Mrs. 
Emily L. Sherwood, who is also a Con- 
gressional reporter. Papers were also 
read bv the veteran ‘Jennie June’’ on 
‘ditorial and Department Work;”’’ 
Mrs. Adele Cretian of California on 
“The Difficulties of a Dramatic and 
Musical Critic,’?> and Miss Annie W. 
Sanborn of Minnesota on ‘'Reportorial 
vs. Editorial Work.” 

It was expected that the American 
Newspaper Publishers’ Association, at 
its meeting today, would take action for 
or against the proposed new system of 
measuring type, by which, whether 
type were lean or fat, the compensa- 
tion paid compositors would be uniform. 
The subject was given careful attention 
in an executive session. Theresult was 
a decision to refer the matter to a com- 
mittee on type measurement and-the 
Executive Committee, with power to 
act. 

Inthe regular session the members 
discussed folding and mailing machines. 
and took action looking to a committee 
of experts to continue to seek an_ ideal 
apparatus. 

There was but one meeting of the 
Press Club this evening. Among the 
speakers were John Brisben Walker, of 
the Cosmopolitan Magazine, New York, 
on ‘Distinctive Ethics of Journalism”; 
Murat Halsted on *‘The Limitations of 
Journalism’’; Sallie Joy White of Mass- 
achusetts on **The Woman's Page.”’

Eulalia and Her Suite Pay a Visit 
to Mt. Vernon. 


It Was an Unevrentfal bat Pleasant Trip, 
and of Incidents—The

Wasninxatox, May 24.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| The Infanta Eulalia and 
suite and members of the Cabinet and 
and other distin- 
guished people today visited the tomb of 
Washington at Mt. Vernon. As the 
Princess stepped on board the vessel to 
convey her to that point she was given 
a salute by a squad of marines. 

At 11:15 the steamer started down 
the river. Mt. Vernon was reached 
while the party was at luncheon. A 
big carryall was in waiting, and in this 
the Infanta and some of the party were 
convevei up the hill to the tomb of 
Washington. Here a _ halt was 
made for a few minutes, and then 
they proceeded on their way to the 
mansion. So many people had gathered 
in the mansion it was with difficulty 
that the Infanta was shown through the 
historic old house. 

The embarkation was as devoid 
of incident as the landing, and shortly 
after 2 o'clock the MacAlester started 
on her return trip to Washington. The 
infanta and her suite repaired imme- 
diately tothe Arlington on arrival in 
the city. 

AN ELABORATE SOCIAL FUNCTION. 


The reception given by Her Roval 
Highness to the members of the Dipf- 
matic Corps this evening was very in- 
formal. 'At ber request the Diplomatic 
Corps came in evening dress, instead of 
court uniforms. The reception lasted 
half an hour. 

At 10:20 o’clock the Infanta and 
suite were driventothe British Em- 
bassy, where one of the most elaborate 
social functions of this season took 
place. Tle event was the celebration 
of the seventy-fourth anniversary of 
Queen Victoria’s birthday. The hand- 
some building was a bower of beauty at 
the hands of the decorators. ‘Fhe ball- 
room presented a contrast by reason of 
the lack 0! plants. Only the various 
national colors and a few vines consti- 
tutedthe decorations. About 10 o'clock 
the guests began to arrive at the em- 
bassy, and there Was soon a continuous 
line of carriages bringing the members 
of the Cabinet, Supreme Court. Senators 
and Representatives, members of the 
Diplomatic Corps, Government officials, 
army and navy officers and others in 
society, accompamed by their wives 
and friends. The music in the ball- 
room began shortly after 10 o'clock, 
and dancing continued until a late hour. 
On a table in the genera! dining-room 
Pall of the delicacies of the season were 
spread, and the guests frequently drauk 
to the Queen’ s health. 

At 11:30 the Infanta, on the arm of 
the. .British Ambassador, followed by 
Prince Antoine, Lady Pauncefote, 
Duke of Tamanes, Marchioness of Arco- 
Hermosa, Secretary of State and Mrs. 
Gresham, the French Ambassador, the 
Spanish Minister ‘and Mr. and Mrs. 
Curry repaired to the dining-room and 
enjoyed a select dinner given in honor 
of the Princess.

Bevrast, May 24.—[By Cable and As- 
sociated Press.| The Conservatives of 
Belfast and neighboring towns made a 
great demonstration tonight in Ulster 
Hall, in honor of the Marquis of Salis- 
bury. Previous to the arrival of Salis- 
bury, Capt. Kennedy created a furor by 
unfurling the Unidn Jack, under which, 
he said, the grenadiers fought at Water- 
loo, and under that flag, he continued, 
the Royalists would fight in Ulster, and 
he and many other ofticers of the British 
army would assist them.

NICARAGUA. 


Government Troops Were Badly Beaten tn 
the Recent Battle. 

GRAaNaDa, Mav 24.—!By Cable and 
Associated Press.] Additional details 
of the decisive battle at Baranca Pass, 
near Massaya, show it to be even more 
disastrous than it was at first believed 
to be. Reliable data shows that the 
government's losses were 155 kflled, 
267 wounded. When the fight had 
ended Sacaza’s troops filled taree 
cars with wounded. soldiers and sent 
them back to Managua. None of the 
revolutionists were injared. Thirteen 
hundred government troops attempted 
to fight their way out to the position 
held by the insurgents, but were unsuc- 
cessful and were forced toretire. It 
was supposed this would end the fight- 
ing for the day, but two hours later the 
demoralized government forces had 
been reformed and ordered again to at- 
tack. Scores of men fell on the battle- 
field. The assaulting columns were 
forced to retreat, and Gen. Baranca’s 
revolutionary army was in complete 
possession of the Tisna road. 

The presence of a United States war- 
ship in Nicaraguan waters is needed for 
the protection of American interests. 
The government issued a decree some 
days ago prohibiting steamers of the 
Pacific Mail and Cosmos lines from land- 
ing at SanJuan del Sur. It is believed 
they will be toarded by government 
officers at Corinto, and that all mer- 
chandise consigned to persons who 
sympathize with the revolutionists will 
be confiscated. Shoulda this be their 
purpose in ordering the vessels to land 
only at Corinto, the need of a warship 
can be readily seen.

St. Lovis, May 24.—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.]

Dr. Briggs went on to 
argue that the form of the appeal is in- 
correct, and that there are many 
things in it which must be removed 
before the assembly can entertain it. 
He also poirted out that -matter is in- 
cluded in the appeal which, he said, 
rendered itinvalid. ‘‘There is a much 
more fundamental question at stake,’’ 
said Dr. Briggs, ‘‘than any principle, 
law or doctrine that has yet been dis- 
cussed, andthat is, whether the Pres- 
byterian Church shall be considered 
merely a voluntary religious society of 
the church of Jesus Christ. It is the 
civil law of the land that no 
man shall be twice tried for 
the same offense. Is the Presby- 
terian Church ready to ignore or 
violate a well-settled principle, which 
has been found by centuries of observa- 
tion and experience to be essential to the 
well-being of the people, without suffi- 
cient cause’? If this appeal is sustained 
it will become an unfortunate pre- 
cedent, which will be followed by pub- 
lic prosecutors, who will magnify their 
office and bring differences of opinion 
and establish a new and easy wavy for 
ambitious litigants to secure authori- 
tative decisions by the General Assem- 
bly in many matters which are now re- 
garded as legitimate matters of private 
opinion, and thus imperil the consti- 
tution by an unending series of heresy 
trials, and result in many changes in 
the doctrine and law of the Presbyter- 
ian Church. The General Assembly 
cannot lawfully revise or amend the 
constitution by a final judgment in her- 
esy trials. The public prosecutors are 
pushing the Presbyterian Church into a 
very inconsistent and dangerous posi- 
tion. Thev are endeavoring to secure 
new definitions of dogma by final judg- 
ment in a heresy trial, when they ought 
to aim to secure them by overtures in 
accordance with the provisions of the 
form of government.’’ Dr. Briggs 
spoke for an hour and a half, and then 
yielded fora motion to adjourn.

A SERIOUS FALL. 


A Transfer Truck Driver Probably Fatally 
Injured. 

George Butler, a driver for the Los 
Angeles Transfer Company, was se- 
riouslyinjured yesterday afternoon. 
He was seated on one of the company’s 
big baggage wagons and was driving 
toward the Southern Pacific depot. At 
the corner of Los Angeles and Winston 
streets the horses turned so suddenly 
astothrow Butler from hisseat. He 
fell heavily to the hard ground and was 
rendered unconscious.

A New York special to the San Fran- 
cisco Examiner says: ‘It is now con- 
sidered certain by well-informed people 
that C. P. Huntington has secured a 
firm grip on the isthmus route to San 
francisco. He is about to step into the 
position vacated by George Gould as 
the head of the Pacific Mail Steamship 
Company. -With its Panama inter-rela- 
tions severed, this company has a lot of 
steamships on its hands and nothing 
much todo with them. When the Col- 
ombian Steamship Company, which is 
the name of the concern which the 
Panama Railroad intended should sup- 
plant the Pacific Mail, began to look for 
ships, it applied to C. P. Huntington for 
the ships of the defunct Brazil line, 
which he still controlled, and in the 
dickerto passovertheships. Mr. Hunt- 
ington placed himself in a position to 
control the line. He entered into nego- 
tiations with Receiver Monchicourt, 
liquidator for the Panama Canal Com- 
pany, which holds a large majority of 
the Panama Railroad's stock, and it is 
expected will soon come out with some 
sort of a purchasing option, putting 
himin control, since it is considered 
certain that M. Monchicourt would 
prefer to deal with an active railroad 
milllonaire than to continue the dummy 
board of directors now in charge of the 
Panama road under M. ‘Monchicourt’s 
orders. With the entire system of isth- 
mus transit in his control, Mr. Hunting- 
tion will raise rates at once tothe rail- 
road transcontinental level and, be- 
sides, will have astrong hand at any 


lines to agree to any plan he may sug- 
gest. 9

Now 
the* worst possible of all breeding 
grounds are those where decaying vege. 
table matter is deposited. Once letthe 
cholera germ plant itself in these, and 
itis almost impossible to eradicate it. 
Nextto the need, therefore, for de- 
stroying the possibility of germ life in 
filth pits, sewers and drains, is the ne- 


cessity for so disposing of garbage,

The Reception of Royafty. 

Mr. Cleveland's administration is not 
likely to gain much credit with the 
rank and file of the Democracy through 
the entertainment of the Infanta Eula- 
lie. American prejadice against roy- 
alty has been stirred to its very depths, 
and anything in the nature of extraor- 
dinary courtesy or deference on the 
part of the administration is looked 
upon with a jealous eye. From the 


Cabinet havedone more than was their 
plain duty in making good the invitation 
extended by Congress to the royal 
house of Spain. The Infanta and her 
suite have dined in state at the White 
House, and the’ Princess subsequently 
received a call from Mrs. Cleveland. 
For the rest, the royal guest was es- 
corted through the Capitol and the 
principal public buildings, and shown 
about the city, with such diversions as 
serenades and receptions, the same as 
might have been tendered with dignity 
to any distinguished guest. Undoubt- 
edly a good deal of toadyism aas cropped 
out during these ceremonies, but that 
is largely attributable to Americans 
who are not.gifted with good sense. . 

As to the proposed ball in New York 
city, which is to be tendered by and for 
the benefit of the very elect of the four 
hundred, that is another matter. The 
arrangement contemplates a side re- 
ception of only a few of the elect, the 
opening of the ball by the consent of 
the Princess, a special supper for the 
Infanta under the direction of the 
Royal Chamberlain, and a private box 
from which royalty will view the terp- 
sichorean festivities. That is not 
American, but it represents a lot of 
snobbish Americans kow-towing to royal 
customs. If the New York four hun- 
dred want to do it, that is their privi- 
lege, though it strikes us as displaying 
mighty poor taste and little dignity on 
their part. 

There is just enough of snobbery 
about the reception and entertainment 
of the Infanta to rankle in the minds of 
the democratic masses, and the press 
ofthe country is generally outspoken 
in its denunciations of the whole pro- 
ceeding.

A 
pretty jacket of this kind is shown in 
the accompanying picture, and issucha 
little bit of an affair that itis almost all 
collar. Itisin effect a turnover coat 
collar that shows just a pretty bit of 
the throat, and the rest of the jacket is 
the merest strip across the back and 
over the bust, being cut off almost at 
once under the arms. It may be made

of any material and of any color, and 
should be lined prettily and with some- 
thing light, and edged with stitching, 
gimp, or a line of beading. It does not 
fasten in front, but hangs a little apart.

The Fire Commission met yesterday 
morning, together with the Supply 
-Committee of the City Council, of 
which committee Councilman Mun- 
son and Pessell were present. All of 
the commissioners were present except 
Mr. Broderick, who came in later. 

A petition from W. N. Buckley for 
permission to remove @ carpenter shop, 
containing asteam engine, from No. 
222 East Second street to No. 316 on 
the same street was reierred to the 
Chief with powerto act under the or- 
dinance. 

A requisition for hay as returned from 
the Council was received and on motion 
a committee of two, consisting of Coun- 
cilmen Kuhrts and McLaiu, together 
with the Chief, was appointed to pur- 
chase thirty tonscfhav. , 

The matter of placigg a fire hydrant 
at Bellevue, Crescent and Marion ave- 
nues, as referred from the Council, was 
referred tothe Chief with power to 
present a requisition for the same. 

The Chief reported that he had re- 
lieved Engineer M. C. Lynch of Engine 
Company No. 3 for ten days, and had 
substituted Martin Wetze! in his place. 
Approved. 

On*motion the Chief. was instructed 
to present a requisition for two new 


| horse collars for chemical engine No. 2. 


An invitation from the Gamewell 
Fire Alarm and Telegraph Company to 
visit and examine an exhibit of fire ap- 
paratus at No. 132 South Main street 
during the present week wis filed. 

An ordinance regulating the storage 
and sale of combustible and explosive 
inaterials, referred from the Coun- 
cil, was re 
posed of Commissioners Kuirts a 
Wirsching and the Chief. 

The ordinance prohibits keeping more 
than fifty pounds of powder. or erect or 
maintain buildings for storage or manu- 
facture of powder within tne general 
fire limits of the city. Manufacture, 
sale or storage of bombs or double- 
headers in the corporate limits is pro- 
hibited. No fireworks shall be made, 
kept or sold in any wooden building. 
Close regulations are made for permits 
to sell fireworks. Not-more than $200 
worth of fireworks can be keptin one 
retail building, nor ean they be kept 
where there are cigars, tobacco, in- 
flammable oils, etc., or where any one 
is allowed tosmoke. Goods must not be 
exposed outside the walls or in windows, 
and lighting must be by gas or elec- 
tricity. It is also provided that a com- 
petent person with a fire extinguisher 
must be kept in front of every such 
building during the whole of business 
hours, from June 10 to July 10 of each 
vear, whose duty it shall be to prevent 
persons from entering said premises 
with lighted cigars, pipes or cigarettes, 
and to take such other precautions as 
may be necessary to insure public safety. 

The pay-roll for May, amounting to 
$3485, was approved, as were also the 
demands as presented. 

A report was presented from the 
City Electrician in reference to the fire- 
alarm circuits of the city.’ ‘The report 
stated that the four circuits now in 


“fuse are too long and should be-divided

The Board Finds That Thera is Some- 
thing in a Name. 


Residents of Lankershim School District 
Object to a Change—The Outside 
Deputy Question Farther 
Considered. 


The Supervisore came tothe 
sion yesterday morning that there was 
a great deal more in a mere name than 
they at first imagined. The minutes of 
the previous meeting had hardly been 
read when a delegation of country folk 
and legal gentlemen filed in and ar- 
ranged themselves when various 
attitudes as if they expected to 
take part in some affray or other 
which no one at that moment 
knew anything about. That. their 
looks, cid not belie their inten- 
tions was confirmed in the rehearing in 
the matter of changing the name of the 
Lankershim school district to that of 
Toluca was called. Several weeks ago 
the board received a petition asking 
that such a change be made and there 
being no protests it wasgranted. Since 
then the inhabitants of the district af- 
fected have risen up in large numbers 
and demanded that the old name be 
retained and upon this request 


the rehearing was ordered: The board 


spent just about two hours and a half in 
listening to the arguments, which were 
worthy of a cause involving life and 
death, finally putting a stop to the 
miniature tempest by taking the matter 
under consideration. 

The second topic taken up was of 
almost, as endless a nature, being that 
of the opinion offered by the District 
Attorney on the question of county 
deputy sheriffs. Deputy District At- 
torney Utley outlined his side of the 
question from the standpoint presented 
in the opinion, but advanced no new 
arguments in its support. On the other 
hand, Judge Cheney covered the ground 
in defense of the Sherifl’s position bv 
reviewing the points in such a manner 
as to show the economy of the present 
system. This matter, like the one pre- 
ceding, was also taken under advise- 
ment. the District Attorney 
has refused to pass favorably upon the 
demands of the outside deputy sheriffs, 
the future course in the matter will un- 
doubtedly now be for the board to allow 
one claim of such deputies, then the 
District Attorney will enjoin the Treas- 
urer from paving the demand, and a 
test case will result. Should the deci- 
sion of the court be adverse to the al- 
lowance of the demands, it will be difii- 
cult to tell just what the outcome will 
be. Inintent it is supposed that the 
opinion suggests the idea of having the 
Sheriff pay from his own salary for out- 
side help if he needs it, but this belief 
is pronounced fallacious, as the law pro- 
vides that the Board of Supervisors 
shall allow to the several county officers 


such help as they may need for 
the speedy and economical carry- 
ing on of the business of _ their 


respective departments. Hence the 
conviction presents itself that, if the 
outside deputies are cut off, the Sheriff 
will be obliged to do only such business 
as he can with his crippled force, leav- 
ing a great bulk to accumulate at vast 
expense to the county, and he cannot be 
compelled to hire help at his individual 
expense. 

if the order is put into effect depriv- 


|} ing the office of its full quota in order 


that expenses may be reduced, it is also 
hinted that some such similar rule will 
be inaugurated to reduce also the ex- 
pense of the District Attorney's office, 
the deputies of which are now being 
paid up to the full maximum limit al- 
lowed by law.

Santa Barbara county-—-Santa Barbara 
city: The outlook for the fruit crop of the 
county is very good. The prune yield will 
be large, and apricots about two-thirds of 
a crop, but the size and qu.vlity of the fruit 
will be good. " 


Ventura county---Bardsdaje: Corn is up 


and is looking well: beans are all planted; 
the new potato crop does not yield as well 
as promised; general conditions favorable 
to crops; the weather has been warm. 
Saticoy: Barley is looking well. Somis: 
The hillsare dotted with hay cocks; good 
crops are reported ~ all. Fillmore: There 
is a good prospect for. crops. Hueneme: 
Barley is nearly five feet high; corn isin 
fine condition. Simiapolis: The barlev 
crop will be large this year; a yield of 30-- 
000 sacks is expected; the honey crop is 
good. 

Los Angeles county—Pasadena:. The 
weather was warm and clear; pears are 
setting heavily; apricots are short, but of 
good quality; peaches are heavy; prunes 
have set heavily; walnuts will be agood 
crop; haying continues, the crop is gener- 
ally good. Duarte: The week was warm 
and clear; fruits are growing nicely and 
haying is about over; the crop is not 
heavy, but good. Pomona: The prune 
crop will probably “be heavier than last 
toe od pears and peaches never looked 

tter. 


San Bernardino county—Ontario: The 
week was warm and dry, favorable for 
harvesting; fruits are developing rapidly: 
prunes and peaches promise well; oranges 
are setting well; Monday was the warmest 
day of the season, temperature 95°. Chino: 
Barley hay is nearly all cut, andis turning 
out better than cxpected; sugar beets are 
growing rapidly, vigorously and give 
promise of a heavy. crop. Redlands: The 
indications are that apricots will be ripe 
enough to shipin about ten days. 

Riverside county — Riverside: A very 
large crop of hay is now being harvested. 
A brisk ‘‘norther’’ prevailed on Sunday. 
Highest temperature, 87.5°. South River- 
side: The young orange groves have 
yielded quite an amount of fruit this sea- 
son. 

Orange county—Anaheim: The week - 
was cool, except on Monday, when a hot, 
east wind prevailed, doing very little dam- 
age. The sugar-beet fields promise a verv 
good crop. Fullerton: Harvesting will 
begin Monday on the San Joaquin ranch; 
it is estimated that the crop will be 500,- 
000 sacks. Orange: About 15,000 boxes 
of oranges were shipped North and Kast. 
Santa Ana: The cabbage crop, the largest 
ever produced,.has nearly all been shipped 
East at prices in excess of what was antic, 
ipated. The hay and grain crops are very 
large. Oranges have nearly all been 
shipped. Tustin: The grain harvest will 
begin next week ; the acreage is the largest 
ever known. Orange shipments continue. 
Considerable ground has been put to pea- 
nuts, the stand is good and plants growing 
well. 

San Diego city—The weather during the 
week was generally favorable to crops, but 
higher temperatures are desired. The out- 
look for crops was never better, except for 
grapes; many farmers have not cultivated 
this year, as there is no money in them.

Large 


An Exciting Pull Between the East Side 
and the Electric Teams, Lasting 
Two Hours — Other 
Contests. 


The second of the tug-of-war series 
at Armory. Hall last evening was at- 
tended by a much larger and, if pos- 
sible, a more enthusiastic audience than 
was present at the opening night. The 
management had things in much better 
shape, and there were no hitches in the 
programme. Almost half of the audi- 
ence was of the weaker sex, and were 
just as eager in their demonstrations as 
the men. 

As the various teams filed intothe 
hall and took seats in different parts of 
the house the friends of each would 
start the cheering afresh. The Cana- 


dian team from San _ Francisco 
occupied seats in the front of 
the left sidé of the hall and 
were the ‘‘cynosure of all eyes,’’ as 


well as the subjects of much ‘“‘sizing 


-up’’ by the friends of those whom they 


are to meet tonight. 

The first pull of the evening was be- 
tween the East Los Angeles and Elec- 
tric teams. It was a most exciting 


contest, and from the moment-of begin- 


ning to the very last second, a period 
of almost two hours, the excitement 
was intense. At the crack of the pistol 
East Los Angeles gajned about six 
inches, then the Electrics recovered 
some of the lost ground. The rope 
then remained steady for a few mo- 
ments, when East Los Angeles again 
pulled the ribbon toward them. 
For about half an hour the ast Siders 
then, inch by inch, got the best of it, 
and were literally within an inch of 
victory when the Electrics became im- 
bued with new courage and steadily 
pulled the rope back tothe starting point. 
Almost an hour had now elapsed since 
the start, and both teams were begin- 
ning to show signs of fatigue. But the 
two captains kept on encouraging their 
men, and a piece of lemon or a sip of 
water, once in a while, was sufficient to 
cheer up their drooping spirits. With 
fresh sustenance there was additional

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THE COURTS. 


Steps Taken to the Arrest 
Unregistered Chinamen. 


The Complainants Await the Action 
of Judge Ross. 


A Suit to Enfores the Conditions of 
a Railway Franchise. 
Another Day of the White-Thompson 
Suit for Damages—Orders Made in 


the Probate Court—New 
Suits. 


A great many people looked for the 
first move to be made yesterday in the 
matter of arresting unregistered UChi- 
nese, but the expected failed to happen, 
and itis exceedingly improbable that 
anything further will be done until 
more definite orders are received from 
Vashington. 

Several white cooks who are out of 
employment appeared with an attorney 
yesterday morning at the office of the 
United States District Court and repre- 
sented themselves as desirous of swear- 
ing tocomplaints for the arrest of a 
number of Chinamen, who, _ they 
claimed, were without certificates and 
who occupied salaried positions to the 
exclusion of themselves. All that Com- 
missioner Van Dyke, inthe absence of 
Judge Ross, could do was to swear the 
men to afiidavits, and ten of these were 
duly drawn up. 

The purpose of the men was then to 
wait the appearance of the Judge and 
present the affidavits with the request 
that warrants be issued. Itis another 
question as to whether or not the Court 
would consider it his duty to so do, and 
the general opinion is that he will take 
no action at allinthe matter. Just why 
this course is taken by those who wish 
to push the enforcement of the law is 
explainable from the fact that the 
latestorders to the United States mar- 
shals advises that they make no arrests 
unless by order of court, hence it is 
manifestly necessary that before Mar- 
shal Gard can assert his authority the 
Court must issue some, orders in that 
respect. That the Court will conceive 
it his provinceto take the initiative is 
a Matter of conjecture. The ‘com- 
plainants in the Sixteen cases are mem- 
bers of.-the federated Trades. They 
hung around the corridors waiting for 
Judge Ross to return yesterday until 
nearly 5 o’clock, and when they learned 
that His Honor would not appear until 
today took their. departure, promising 
to come back this morning. The form 
of the affidavits as drawn up and sworn 
to in the sixteen cases is as follows: 

Comes now John Doe, who, being first 
duly sworn according to law, deposes and 
says that Ah Sam, whose true name is to 
the affiant unknown, was on the 5th day of 
May, 1892, aChinese laborer within the 
jurisdiction of the United States, and en- 
titled to remain in the UnitedStates. That 
the said Ah Sam did not within one year 
after the passage of an act of Congress, en- 
titled ‘‘An act to prohibit the coming of 
Chinese persons into the United States," 
apply to the Collector of Internal Revenue 
of his district for a certificate of residence; 
that at all times since the passage of said 
act of Congress the said Ah Sam has neg- 
‘lected, failed and refdsed to comply with 
the provisions of said act of Congress, and 
that the Said Ah Sam, one year after 
the passage of said act of Congress, has 
been found and now is within the jurisdic- 
tion of the United States District Court for 
the Southern District of California without 
a certificate of residence, as in said act 
provided, contrary to the form and statutes 
of the United States in such case made and 
provided, and against the peace and dig- 
nity of the United States. 

TO FORFEIT A FRANCHISE. 

South Pasadena is onlya city of the 

sixth class, but hercitizens are ever on 


the alert in watching their interests’ 


and taking care that they get what 
they bargained for and that in full 
measure, and to this spiritof vigilance 
is attributed the cause of a suit which 
came up before Judge Shaw yesterday 
for hearing, whereby it is sought to 
compel the Termina! Railway Company 
to relinquish their franchise or fulfill 
an agreement entered into by its pre- 
decessor. In the month of July, 1889, 
the City Trustees of South Pasadena 
passed an ordinance granting to the 
Los Angeles, Pasadena and Glendale 
Railway Company a franchise for the 
construction and operation of a steam 
railroad along the public streets of the 
city on condition that so much of the 
route as was not upon a public street 
would be acquired regularly. Also 
that the company in return should 
grade certain avenues under direction 
of the Board of Trustees, and do other 
things looking toward the convenience 
of the public. Still further, that the 
round-trip fares between any stations 
named in the said city and the business 


center of Los Angeles city, on the 
line of the Los Angeles Cable 
Railway, should not exceed 30 


cents, including the round-trip fare 
of the cable railway, and that single 
fares between any of the stations and 
the depot of the grantee orits assigns 
in Los Angeles city should never ex- 
ceed 20 cents. The franchise was 
granted upon each and all of the pro- 
visions and conditions named, with the 
understanding that ineventof a non- 
compliance with the conditions, the or- 
dinance should be rescinded and all 
rights forfeited. The Glendale com- 
pany duly entered upon the premises 
only which the right-of-way was se- 
cured as covered by the route of fran- 
chise, and on December 26 they sold to 
the Terminal all ot such rights and 
privileges. The Terminal company, 
however, so the plaintiffs claim, did not 
observe the various conditions, and not 
only refused torun the requisite num- 
ber of trains on Sunday, but raised the 
fares in excess of therate fixed. It 
was therefore prayed that the defend- 
ant be required to run twelve passenger 
trains each way every day between the 
cities of South Pasadena and Los An- 
geles, or that they be forever enjoined 
from operating the road through such 


portions of the plaintiff city as the. 


franchise granted gave them right. 
The defendant’s counsel moved fora 
non-suit, which was denied by the 
Court. Evidence was then introduced, 
when both sides rested their cases, and 
a continuance was ordered. 


a $6000 FORECLOSURE SUIT. 


The suit of P. McAnarry vs. Eugene 
Torry, California Central Railway Com- 
pany et al., on foreclosure of a mort- 
gage to obtain payment for a balance 
unpaid of $6000, was on trial in De- 
partment Two yesterday, The original 
mortgage was dated January 3, 1887, 
and was for the sum of $19,000, in se- 
curity for which a certain tract of land 
was offered and the mortgage executed 
against the same. From time to time 
different amounts were paid on the 
principal and accrued interest until 
there finally remained the &6000. 
Judgment was asked for in that sum 
with interest at 8 per cent. per annum. 
A PECULIAR CASE, 

It has not yet been determined just 
what damage the rainwater that ran off 
the. eaves of J. L. White’s house on 


Boyle Heights did to the brick wall of 


N. B. Phompson’s building, which di- 
rectly adjoins the former, and, judging 
from the length of the suit brought to 
decide the mfatter there will be but 
little of any such amount as may be 
awarded left after the costs of colirt'are 
paid to remedy any defect or “damage. 
This case was resumed once more be- 
fore Judge Van Dyke vesterday after- 
noon. One of the peculiarities of the 
cause is that it admits of a considerable 
variety of expert testimony being in- 
troduced from that of the civil engin- 
eer to contractor and builder. One 
witness yesterday talked about the 
velocity of the wind, and told how 
many miles an hour it traveled under 
certain circumstances and at particular 
times, but a conclusion was not reached.

Oil Company was continued for the ses- 
sion by Judge Wade yesterday. 

In Judge McKinley’s court the cause 
of John Kofoed and wife vs. 5, B. Gor- 
don and J. F. Cosby came on yesterday, 
regularly, for trial, the action being to 
have a trustee declared and an injunc- 
tion issued restraining the defendants 
from transferring property.

RIVERSIDE COUNTY. 


Still Discussing the Location forthe County 
Offices. 

The action of the Board of County Super- 
visors in reconsidering the matter of lo. 
cating the county offices and accepting the 
offer of the Arlington Hotel first floor, after 
having at.a previous mecting accepted the 
bid of the Y¥.M.C.A. and owners of the 
Fredricks and Loring blocks, has been al. 
most the sole topic of conversation among 
business men for the past two days. When 
the combination offer was first accepted 
by the County Supervisors, the citizens 
naturally supposed the matter settled. But 
when there was presented to the bosrd a 
petition for reconsideration of the action, 
signed by thirty-seven taxpayers, the whale 
suoject was thrown wide open, much to the 
surprise of everybody, and the agreement 
Tespecting the ‘“‘combination’’ offer re. 
scinded and one entered fnto with Tl. 
erest for the Arlington. The afgfument 
Was advaiiced that the agreement entered 
into the first time was but a _ verbal 
one, and, as offers were now made by 
which a saving to the county of about $100 
per month could be secured by reconsider- 
ation, the board was justilicd in revoking 
its first agreement. 

Those making the other offers and fail- 
ing to secure the lease of their property 
are now pushing another reconsideration, 
upon the grounds that by so doing another 
saving of more than $1000 can be made, 
and it is in the interest of the taxpayers to 
reconsider. The agreement in this case, as 
in the first, was but a verbal one, and by 
its action of Tuesday the Board of Super- 
visors established a precedent in the mat- 
ter. The Park House proposition provided 
for about seventy-three hundred square 
feet of space, the Arlington for 8200 and 
the ‘“combination’’ for 10,806, and the 
bids were for $75, $100 and $95 monthly 
rental respectively, the first offering to 
give the Park House for the first year free 
of rent upon aiive years’ lease. Those wish- 
ing the proposition reopened again argue 
that a verbal contract can be broken upon 
petition of thirty-seven citizens, and the 
county be saved a large sum of money by 
so doing, it can certainly be reopened again 
| upon petition of ten times as many citi- 
zens, With the assurance that another large 
sum mav be saved to the county thereby. 
Indications are now that so much pressure 
will be brought to bear upon the Super- 
visors that they will be compelled to recon- 
sider the question, and, if this matter can 
just be kept up, some one will be offering 
to pay the county to occupy, his building 
for the county offices.

William Benford Lacy, the Suicide, 
Was a Triple Murderer. 


Three Mex Killed in Cold Biood at Ilis 
Former Home in Alabama-—Meet- 
ing of the School Board— 
| Bishop in Jall, 

SANTA ANA. 

William Benford Lacy, the once promis- 
ing young druggist, who committed suicide 
in this city last Tuesday night, May 16, was 
a triple murderer. 

A letter was received in this city vester- 
day from J. W. Willett. a prominent attor- 
ney of Anniston, Ala.. askinzgif the report 
received there of the suicide of young Lacy 
was true. He further writes that the 
people there do not believe he is dead, and 
that the report was given out for the pur- 
pose of throwing the ofiicers, who are look- 
ing for him, off their cuard. after which he 
gives a brief account of the atrocious mur- 
ders which he committed about three years 
ago. To ‘avenge a friend, he shot down, 
without a moment's warning, a well-to-do 
citizen with whom his friend had quarrceled, 


turned upon the onlv two persons who wit- 


nessed the terrible crime, and who, ozxly, 
could convict him, and mercilessly pumped 
them fuli of lead, one of these wit- 
nesses being a boy only 413 years 
old. Lacy then, disappeared and was 
not again beard from by any of the 
people of Alabama, so iar as known heres 
*Witil ‘a “telegram from this city afew davs 
ago Married sister in Anniston an- 
nounced his death. This information ex- 
plains why.wacy passed under an assumed 
name here, and why he pleaded so 
strongly with his relatives’to call him. Ben- 
ford instead of Lacy. The recollection of 
his atrocious crimes and his dissipation 
were too much for bim, and in a mo- 
ment of sad reflection he swallowed almost 
a handful of morphine powder and ended 
his miserable existence. 
THE SCHOOL BOARD. 

Miss Maud E. Crew, the teacher of the 
fifth grade in the public schools of the city 
of Santa Ana, against whom charges had 
been made reflecting upon her abtility to 
manage one of her pupils, has been sus- 
tainedin her course with the youngster; 
by the Board of Education, and the 
charges against her, therefore, dismissed 
without reserve. 

The School Board, in committee of the 
whoie, met in the City Hall Tuesday even- 
ing, with Messrs. Keech, Ball and Free- 
man present. Dr. Bail,as a member of 
the committee, introduced a motion to 
sustain Miss Crew in her suspension of Roy 
Reed and to dismiss the charges preferred 
against her. The motion was seconded by 
Mr. Freeman and unanimously adopted. 

The committee then adjourned as a com- 
mittee of the whole and immediately reas- 
sembled as a Board of Education, when the 
report of the coinmittee of the whole, sus- 
taining Miss Crew in her suspension of the 
Reed boy, was presented and unanimously 
adopted. 

The tollowing further business was then 
transacted: Both the High School and the 
grammar grade were each allowed $10 
nore than the amounts previously granted 


}-them ior incidental expenses in their gradu- 


ation exercises. Superintendent’ McVinnis 
was directed to procure Ciplomas for the 
graduates. 

Opinion Mo. 25 ofthe District Attorney 
in reference to the liability of the school 
board for the salary claimed by Mrs. Vina 
H. Goff since December 22, 1802, at which 
time she was summarily discharged by the 
board from its employ, without a hearing, 
was to the effect that said board was not 
liable for the amountand that Mrs. Goff, 
according to the facts as given him, was 
not entitled to the claims or demands made 
for her. Upon motion the opinion was 
placed on file. After which, by a unani. 
mous vote of the board and in accordance 
with the opinion of the District Attorney, 
the demands for salary from Mrs. Goff 
from December 2°, 1592 to the present 
time,Swere rejected. 

A large number of applications for posi- 
tions in the school for the ensuing year 
were received and placed on file without 
reading. 

A communication from fifteen of the 
teachers was read, asking that they be not 
required to make up the two days lost dur- 
ing the institute week as the matter at that 
time was represented to them by the sup- 
erintendent that those days would 
not have to be made up and that 
no deductions would be made from 
their salaries on account thereof; 
that they stood ready to teach upon the two 
days referred to but as school was dis- 
missed by the Superintendent of course 
there was no schoolto teach. This matter 
caused considerablé discussion between 
Superintendent McGinnis and the members 
of the board as to Who was responsible for 
the ‘bull’ that had been made and finally 
resulted in action in the matter being post- 
poned until the next regular meeting. 
An opinion, however, was gratuitous!v 
given thatin all probability the teachers 
were ‘‘in the soup,’’ so to speak, and that, 
according to the school law, they would 
either have to make up the time at the end 
of the term or have its equivalent, ex- 
pressed in dollars and cents, deducted froin 
their salaries. 

After the allowance of a few bills, an- 
other communication from many of the 
teachers, in reference to Superintendent 
McGinnis’s attitude toward certain mem- 
pers of the board, i.e., applying epithets 
and speaking of them at different times in 
a very uncomplimentary manner, was read 
and ordered filed for tuture reference. 

Tnere being no further business, the 
board adjourned to meet Tuesday evening,

A Bomb Exploded inthe Ranks of 
the Office-holders. 


Mayor Carlson Declares in Favor of Re- 
trevchment, and in Consequence a 
Number of City Employees Must 
seek Other Employment. 


A thunderbolt has fallen from ciear sky 
in San Diego, and public opinion is a good 
deal shaken by it. At the meeting of the 
Board of Delegates Monday nieht, with 
every member but tvo present, Mayor 
Carlson introduced a communication of 
grave import, inasmuch as init he proposes 
to abolish numerous superf‘uous city offices 
and to relieve their incumbents from fur. 
tifer and” from further salary,—Phe 
magnitude of the proposition was so over- 
poweritig and so unsuspected that at first it 
nearly took away the breath of the dele- 
gates, and they had littl: reserve force for 
debate. It seems thatthe new Mayor has 
it in mind to save the city several thousand 


dollars a year. He says that the way in 
Which the city business is being 
run is extravagant. it is wastefui. 


itis wicked in its squandering of public 
funds. So he swings the vig official ax’ 
around, and, withont warning. off drop the 
heads of sundry minor officcholders at one 
fellswoop. These are some of the ways in 
which he proposes retrenchinent: 

The secretary of the water department 
has been dropped. Some one of the Water 
Commissioners must serve as secretary, 
and no additional pay. 

Two water tax collectors are declared 
useless. If water consumers cannot afford 
to step up promptly and pay their tax them- 
selves, they cam have tue alternative of 
hauling their water supply in barrels. 

A water metermin is not needed. The 
superintendent of the water department 
can attend to that little business. 

The superintendent of sewers is to step 
down and out, and the Superintendent ot 
Streets is to tack oa the sewer overseership. 

A superintendent of fire’ alarm is not 
needed. The man who holds that place is 
chief of the fire department, and he must 
be willing to combine duties for the same 
salary. 

“Extramen’’ of the fire department ‘to 
the number of some thirty odd, now draw- 
ing regular montily salaries from the pub- 
lic fund, are abolished, and ‘“‘foremen of 
extramen’’ and ‘extramen”’ are to be sal- 
aried only for such actual service at fires 
as they perform.

must do ‘inspecting’ free of charge, 

The city jailisto be abolished and city 
prisoners lodged in the county jail—when 
we have one, which will be very soon. The 
city will thereby be saved something like 
$1800 for two police officers. 

The City Clerk must needs learn type- 
writing as an accomplishment, in order to 
do his own copying. 

The Assessor's deputies are to seek em- 
ployment elsewhere as soon as the present 
assessment roll is finished. 

The assistant librarians are toact as 
their own messencersin future. 

The startling communication, of which 
the foregoing is the substance, is signed 
“Respectfully, William H. Carlson, Mayor 
of the city of San Diego,."’ and has been re- 
ferred to the FinanceCommittee. There is 
no doubt bul that the committee will sus- 
tain the Mayor's action, and certainly the 
people are almost unanimously on the side 
of greater economy in the matter of con- 
ducting city affairs. Yet it cannot be ques- 
tioned that the ax has bit a little too hard 
in some cases, and that certain modifica: 
tions wil! be in order before a final adjust- 
ment can be reached. 

Donations of richt-of way tor the San 
Diego and Phonix Ratlroad are being 
secured daily. ‘ne Coronado railway has 
given the use of twelve miles of road al- 
ready built, and right-of-way for ten miles 
up the Otay Valley. from the end of the 
Coronado track, was received this week. 
Numerous ranchmen are tendering the 
offer of grading tnrough their lands free 
of expense Several applications have 
been made for contracts to grade, bridge 
and track the new line from this city to 
Yuma, one bidder soliciting the oppor- 
tunity to take part payment in the com- 
pany’s bonds.
